This is an entirely new fea- 
ture, and permits the rear seat 
backs to be removed for cleaning. 
It is an economy feature, as in} 
ease of repairs to the rear body 
panel the backs can be easily re- 
moved without damaging the up- 
holstery in any way. The seat} 
backs and cushions, whiéh are deep 
and luxurious, are of special Moon 
manufacture. The hardware is of; 
special Butler finish. 

The inside garnish moldings 
and the instrument panel are of 
metal, and are finished in Duco 
to harmonize with the _ interior 
decorations. All instruments are 
under one glass, with an indirect 


non-glare lighting system. 

The superstructure of the body 
ef the Moon 6-60 four-door se- 
dan is built up of ash and hard 
maple, the accepted standard in 
body eonstruction in most high 
grade cars. The compactness of 
the construction in these cars 
makes for comfort—in fact, this 
body measures fifty inches inside, 
allowing plenty of room for com- 
fort im both the front and rear 
compartments, the superstructure 
being exceedingly rigid. Addition- 
al foot clearance in the rear com- 
partment ts provided by means 
of a cuteut under the back of the 
frent seat, thereby adding more 
legroom, incidentally allowing 
more comfort for those in the 
back seat. Body panels are 
made of 20-gauge stretcher level 
aute- body shests.- Tn this 54% spe- 
etal attention has been given to 
the sheet metal work. 

The appearance of the four-door 
sedan is greatly enhanced-through 
the use of a unique and strikingly 
beautiful radiator shell designed 
especially by Moon engineers, to- 
gether with an entirely new con- 
ception in radiator cap ornaments 
—a small silver finished statuette 
(another Moon, creation) repre- 
senting a flying Centaur which in 
mythology denoted half man, half 
horse. A name plate of burnished 
silver and Pompeian red enamel 
in the medallion motif with bur- 
nished silver. eagle wings in bas 
relief, with the name Moon in a 
smaller circle at the bottém of the 
médailion, further adds to the 
striking appearance of the front 
end of the car.

It was brought out that motor 
freight transportation does not 
compete with the railroads since 
rates for the former are from two 
to eight times as high. Shippers 
choose. motor service because it 
suits them better. Witnesses for 
the railroads told of losses in pas- 
senger traffic pecause of buses. E. 
Osterhout, passenger manager of 
the Reading Terminal Company, 
told of a drop of 30 per cent., but 
admitted that the decrease had 
begun before the advent of buses. 
Action at the session was restricted 
to the taking of testimony from 
both sides. 


Federal Control Held 
Unnecessary in Mass. 


Boston, Sept. 11.—Federal regu- 
lation of motor trucks was de- 
clared to be both unnecessary and 
impractical by authorities tegtify- 
ing here yesterday at the Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearing. 
Out of the total trucks in this 
state engaged in transportation 
few would come under regulation 
as common carfiers, it was shown. 

Testifying before the commis- 
sion here, F. C. Horner of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation urged that 
it would be unwise to force the 
unwieldly class rate structure of 
the railroads on to the motor 
carriers.

“Since sidewalks have been accepted for generations as| 
a public necessity,” continues Mr. Jordan, “it seems strange! 
that we have been so slow in the adoption of crosswalks, } 
which are of greater importance. The sidéwalk is the engi- 
neering answer to the need for separating foot travel and 
vehicular travel. When you build a sidewalk which stops 
at the street intersection, the job is incomplete, and in the 
age of modern motors it is less than half done.” 

Two-thirds of all accidents involving motor vehicles are 
those in which the car or truck strikes a person on foot. It 
follows, therefore, with inevitable logic, that the only perma- 
nent solution of the accident problem is the segregation of 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic. This is done now in so far 
as the sidewalks and the actual roadways are concerned, and 
accidents on sidewalks are negligible. Accidents involving 
a crash of two vehicles in the roadway account for only 10 
per cent. of the total. 

It is perfectly obvious, then, that the vast majority of

mingles. This means when the pedestrian invades the right 
of way of the vehicle. This invasion takes place at every 
street crossing in every city in the country every minute, 
hour and day of the year. 

“Overpasses or underpasses for the pedestrian are 
bound to come,” says Mr. Jordan. “It may be that, as many 
have predicted, most sidewalks will be on the second-story 
level, with foot bridges at street intersections. This is a 
practical possibility for large cities, and some such develop- 
ment is bound to come soon.” 

At the moment, however, we are more interested in 
While lifting all city sidewalks 
to the second story would probably wipe out a great part 
of our accident toll, this cure is not instantly applicable. It 
will take much mdney and considerable time to perform any 
such revision of our present street facilities. What we need 
now is a remedy that can be applied to our present streets 
and crossings te make life reasonably safe for pedestrians. 

Mr. Jordan’s report suggests the following :— 


1. Painted crosswalks, usable by pedestrians only when 
the traffic signal is with them. 
2. Education of adults and children on 
when crossing. 
5. Elevated sidewalks and foot bridges. 
4. Limiting turning of vehicles to specific streets, in- 
stead of on every street. 

We hesitate to suggest any abridgment of personal 
liberty, even the right to risk suicide in modern traffic, but 
it does seem as if control of pedestrian traffic by the police 
comes under justifiable prevention of accident. We do not 
favor passing a constitutional amendment to cover the sub- 
ject, but certainly it is worth considering as a purely police 
measure. If pedestrians were forced by law to remain on
